Pine Bluff, Ark., July 2.—Sheriff .T. 8. 
| White, of Waynesboro, Tenn., passed 
‘through this afternoon with the remains 
‘of William Nard. Nard was wanted at 
Waynesboro for murder in the first de- 
grée. He had been captured in Waco, 
Tex., being at large as a result of a 
second escape from the Waynesboro

Nard and the sheriff were occupying

Heat Victims Reported ~ Every 
Minute in New York, 


NEVER SUCH A HOT JULY 2 


Late in Afternoon the Heat Was 
Broken by a. Succession of 
Thunder Storms—A Day of 
Torture in Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. 
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New York, July 2.—The heat which has 
worked such a havoc in this city since 
last Saturday was somewhat mitigated 
late this afternoon by a succession of 
thunder storms which cleared the at- 
mosphere and sent the mercury tumbling 
down 10 degrees between the hours of 
4:30 and 8 p. m. Never did a downpour of 


: 


tion as did this one. The thunder and 
lightning were heavy and many houses 
were struck, causing fires, but so far as 
known no person was killed or injured. 
During the last downpour hail fell in 
quantities. 

As the furious wind blew across Bat- 

tery park it seemed to gain more energy 
as it entered Bowling Green and the nar- 
row part of lower Broadway. In spite of 
al the rain there was little sign of tt on 
the streets three hours after. it fell. 
It Was the hottest July 2d in the his- 
tory of the local weather bureau and a 
day that almost equaled the city’s record 
of September 7, 1881. 

The morning opened with the tempera- 
ture at 83 at 6 a. m. and in an hour it 
had gone to 87 and in another hour had 
climbing a point higher, rushing all the 
way to 93 by 9 o'clock. The wind was 
scarcely perceptible and the humidity, 
which was 69 per cent, aggravated the 
conditions. 

Then the mercury kept on climbing, 
‘registering 9% at 10 o’clock and going up 
a point an hour until it reached 98 in the 
hour between 12 and 1, and stayed there 
until after 8 o’clock, the little eight miles 
an hour breeze meanwhile dwindling to 
an absolutely imperceptible mcwement' 
of the air that could be determined only 
by instruments that recorded a velocity 
of six miles .an hour. The .«.umidity, 


‘ however, had fallen to 41 per cent. 


The suffering caused by the heat was 
unprecedented. All the ambulances in 
the city as well as the patrol wagons 
and many other vehicles were kept busy 
answering calls. At the rate of about 
one a minute the calls came in over the 
police wires throughout the day, break- 
ing all records of demands upon the am- 
bulance service, and providing patients 
enough to crowd all the hospitals of 
the city as they never before have been 
crowded. While official temperature up 
in the lofty tower of the weather remain- 
ed at 98 the thermometers on the steel 
level ranged all the way from 100 to 106. 

The terrible fatality of the heat was 
shown in the large percentage of deaths 
among those prostrated. Out of 328 cases 
of prostration reported up to 11:30 o’clock 
tonight 148 resulted fatally. 

Among the more prominent victims: 
Episcopal clergyman and lecturer, and 
Jacob S. Rogers, the former locomotive 
builder. ; 

Between the hours of 2 o’clock yester- 
day and 12 o'clock tonight there were in 
the borough of Manhattan and the Bronx 
155 deaths and 178 prostrations. The 
same weather conditions which prevailed 
in this city obtained in Brooklyn. It was 
estimated by the police at midnight to- 
night that during Tuesday there had 
been sixty deaths and 150 prostrations by 
the heat in Brooklyn. 


THREE DEATHS AT CHICAGO. 


Prostrations Were Caused by the 
Great Humidity. 

Chicogo, July 2.—Three deaths and num- 
erous prostrations were reported in Chi- 
cago today, and two men were struck by 
lightning in the course of the thunder- 
storm which brought relief in the late af- 
ternoon. One. woman, who suffered from 
the heat, attempted suicide. 

Heat prostrations in Chicago today were 
due rather to the great humidity than to 
excessive temperature. In point of heat 
8 degrees was the highest recorded. 
During a heavy thunderstorm during the 


late afternoon the lightning struck in 
fully twenty-five different places in va- 
rious parts of the city.

AT PITTSBURG. 


Appalling Story of the Effects of the 
Hot Wave. 


Pittsburg, July 2.—While the maximum 
temperature today, 94. did not reach yes- 
terday’s figures the effect of the heat 
was more disastrous than on any day 
sir.ce the hot spel! began. Up to 11 p. im. 
fifty deaths had been reported in Pitts- 
burg. Allegheny and suburbs, with many 
prostrations. The only out-of-town death 
victim -was Chase Hendrie, of Lexington, 
Ky. He was a prominent KIk and was 
here on business, was found unconscious 
in the closet in the Pittsburg bank for 
savings, and died shortly after reaching 
the hospital. 

The effect of the heat is appalling. In 
the store, in the factory. in the mill, em- 
pioyees are stricken down, many to death, 
others to prolonged prostrations. In one 
mill at the Homestead plant fifty-two 
men were prostrated, and finishing milis 
Nos. 28 and 32 and open hearth mill No. 
3 had to close down. The wotkmen were 
as busy carrying out and caring for their 
comrades who were prostrated as they 
were in performing their regular work. 
Annumerable children throughout the city 
are heat victims and the .morta.ity among 
them is unprecedented. So many horses 
have succumb€d to the heat that deliv- 
eries of all kinds are bad'y crippled. Par- 
ticularly is this the case with the deliv- 
eries of ice and for a time almost an ice 
famine was threatened. One ice com- 
pany lost fifty-six horses. 


PHILADELPHIA IS TORTURED. 


Fifty-two Deaths and.Over Two 
Hundred Prostrations. 
Philadelphia, July 2.—Philadelphia pass- 
ed thrcugh another period of torture to- 
day end tonight many persons lied dead 
as a result of the day’s exccssive heat 
and more than two hundred others were 
prostrated. The official‘ recor.i of tem- 
perature made yesterday, 102 vegrees, was 
eclipsed today when the government ther- 
mometer, at 3 p. m., touched 102 8-10 de- 
grees, which now stands as the record. 
Just as the temperature :?tained these 
top figures an electrica] disturbance off 
to the south caused a welcome change .in 
the atmospicre. In twenty minutes the 
temperature dropped to 95 degrees and at

Boston, July 2.—A gale of wind, accom- 
ranied by a beautiful electric display 
on great banks of black clouds and h>re 
and there deluges of rain, temporarily 
broke ithe héat wave throughout New 
Fngland late this afternoon. The storm 
in mst sections gathered in about hgit 
an hour and spent its fore> in «few 
minutes, leaving ».considerable ruin to 

rark the visit. 
‘During the six days of intense weather

ST. LOUIS IS COOLED BY RAIN. 


Four Deaths and Forty-seven Pros- 
trations Are Reported. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 2.—A much-wanted 
rain came to St. Louis this afternoon and 
brought great relief from the heat. Af- 
ter the rain the mercury dropped from 
97 to 80 degrees. Thirty-three persons— 
a larger number than were treated during 
the entire summer of 190—are at the 
city hospital suffering from neat pros- 
tration. During the twenty-four hours 
ending at 8 o'clock tonight four deaths 
and forty-seven prostrations have been 
reported. 


Hundred Dead in New Jerséy. 

New York, July 2.—New Jersey Maked 
again today until local showers in the 
afternoon caused a decided drop in the 
temperature. The death rate went up 
with a bound in the big cities of the 
state. Thirty-one persons died in New- 
ark as a direct result of the heat and six- 
ty or more persons were  prostrated. 
Deaths in other cities of the state bring 


-the total up to 100. 


Horses Die on the Street. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 2.—The tempera- 
ture at 3 p. m. was 100 degrees, and there 
was very little breeze. Four heat pros- 
trations were reported, none fatal. A 
number of horses died on the streets. The 
highest official temperatures in the Unit- 
ed States were reported from Kansas: 
Hay City, 104: Fort Scott and McPher- 
son, 106. 


Two Dead at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, O., July 2.—Two deaths and 
sixtecn prostrations wcre reported here 
‘eday, making a total of seventeen deaths 
and ninety-one pro.tréetions during tne 
present hot spell.

House Fire. 

Butte, Mont., July 2.—Two dead, two 
severely if not fatally injured and a score 
more or less hurt is the result of a fire 
which broke out at the Pullman lodging 
house here early this morning. 

A number of men were experimenting 
with a gasoline .amp in a saloon on the 
lower floor of the lodging house, when the 
lamp exploded, scattering flames in all 
directions. The building was wooden and 
before the fire department arrived the 
flames had eaten through the lower floor 
and were spreading to the upper stories. 

The lodging house contained about one 


hundred guests, none of whom were able 


to save anything except what they wore. 
Most of them escaped by jumping from 
the first and third story windows. A 
number were carried out unconscious by 
the firemen, but as far as known al! will 
recover. The property loss is about $4,000, 
with no insurance.

SOME RELIEF IS EXPECTED. 


Fall in Temperature Predicted in the 
Next Forty-eight Hours. 


Washington, July 2.—Reports received at 
the weather bureau in this city from 
throughout the entire area affected by 
the intense heat show a contintiation of 
very high temperatures save in a few fa- 
vored localities where more moderate 
weather resulted in consequence of thun- 
derstorms or other local atmospheric dis- 
turbances. No immediate relief of a swb- 
stantial character is in sight. The rain- 
fall reports show that there has been pre- 
cipitation throughout the affected area, 
varying from less than a hundredth of an 
inch in many places to almost an inch. 
Generally speaking, the thunderstorms 
which have come have been what is 
known as “dry storms,” so that very 
little rain has accompanied them. 

The indications for the next 24 hours 
for a large portion of the heated area 
point to cloudy weather with showers. 
which, however, because of their local 
character, will bring only partial relief 
from the heat. The predictions of the 
officials here is that the temperatures 
for the next 48 hours will show a fal) of 
probablv 4 or 5 degrees, but that they 
will still climb ahove the 90 degree mark 
in most places. The Atlantic coast will 
zet some relief from a West Indian dis- 
turbance which is now moving north- 
werd. : 

Phoenix, Ariz., had the hottest tem- 
perature todav. the thermometer regis- 
tering 106. while at Philadelphia it was 
"rain 19: at Atlantic Citw &8&: Roston. 
94: Chicago where over half an inch of 
rain fell, 86: Cincinnati. 92: Davenport, 
Towa, 92; DesM@Sines: Towa. 94: Indianap- 
olis, 94° Kansas Citv. 1%: Tittle Rock. 
Ark.. %: Memphis, Tenn., 94; New Or- 
leans, 92: New York. 98: North Platte, 
Neb.. 92: Pittsburg 4: Salt Lake, 9%: St. 
Louis, %; Srringfield, Tll., 96: (Vicks- 
burg. Miss., 94. 

As vet this warm wave has not equaled 
in duration those of 1881 and 1900 except in 
New Yorvy city, where duri the present 
hot wave the maximum femperatures 
have ranged from 9% to 98 during the past 
seven days, exceeding the greatest pre- 
vious record by two days. Neither have 
the extreme temperatures of the present 
wave vet exceeded the previous high rec- 
ord, although they very nearly equaled 
them. 

The eastward movement of another low 
pressure area in the extreme west ren- 
ders it improbable that there will be any 
long continued relief from the high tem- 
peratures over districts now affected, but 
is not probable they will reach the pre- 
vious extreme in the Atlantic states on 
account of the influence of a moderate 
West Indies disturbance which appears 
to be moving northwestward over the 
Lesser Antilles. 


BRUNSWICK HAS 93 DEGREES, 


Local Thunder Storms and Showers 
Modify the Heat. 
Brunswick, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Ninety-three was the highest temperature 
here today. No prostrations or deaths 
+-were reperted: The intense heat-wave.of 
the past few days being modffied by’ Tocal 
thunderstorms and showers. 


NEVER A DEATH FROM HEAT. 


Citizens of Columbus Not Worried 
by the Sun’s Rays. 


Columbus, Ga. July 2.—(Special.)—The 
maximum temperature here today was $1 
degrees. There has not been a prosirution 
from heat in Columbus this season, §0 
far as is known there was never a desth 
in this city from heat alone. 


PLEASANT IN THE EVENING. 


New Orleans Presents a Maximum of 
Ninety-three Degrees. 


New Orleans, La., July 2.—(Specital.)— 
The maximum temperature yesterday 
was 90, minimum 76. It rose slightly to- 
day, with a maximum of 93 and minimum 
of 77. Both days it rained in the after- 
noon, and was pleasant in the evening 
and at night. There were no heat pros- 
trations or deaths, except of a mule, and 
no interruption of any kind with business. 


STRONG BREEZE AT MOBILE. 


Temperature Reached Ninety-five 
During the Day. 

Mobile, Ala., July 2.—(Special.)— The 
highest temperature here today was {5; 
lowest 75. No prostrations of man or 
beast Be reported. There was a strong 
breeze” all day and about 6 o'clock a 
heavy shower and electrical storm cocled 
the atmosphere. 


IS SULTRY AT CHARLESTON. 


Five Degrees Cooler on Tuesday 
Than on Monday. 

Charleston, 8S. C., July 2.—(Special.)— 
The highest temperature recorded by the 
weather bureau today was 86, five de- 
grees’ cooler than yesterday. The 
weather is sultry. No deaths or pros- 
trations have been reported for the past 
twenty-four hours. 


Montgomery None Too Hot. 
Montgomery, Ala., July 2.—(Special.)— 
The thermometer went as high as 98 
here today. There have been no deaths 
or prostrations from heat here this sum- 
mer.

DURING MASS 


Churches in the City of Mexico 
Are Invaded by Anti-Cler. 
ical Mobs, 


PRIESTS LEFT ALTAR 
AND WOMEN SHRIEKED 


Windows Were Brcken and Images 
Hurled Down—Punishment of 
Several Priests Demanded 
by Students—Catholics 
Pray for Enemies. 


Mexico City, July 2.—The public mind ifs 
much excited and the clergy are filled 
with indignation over the results of the 
students’ anti-clerical demonstration yes- 
terday. The students met to the num- 
ber of 300 and held a public meeting near 
the statue of Columbus on BP! Pazo and 
Shive driveway. Stirring speeches, show- 
ing the intense feeling of the young men, 
wera made, denouncing the recent im- 
moralities of the few priests who, it was 
claimed, have been shielded and not pun 
ished. A charge was made that former 
Archbishop Labastida was a traitor to 
hig country, whiie the present archbishop, 
Alarion. showed no disposition to punish 
recreant priests with that measure of 
severity demanded by the nature of their 
offenses. : 

A company of mounted gendarmes pre- 
served order and the demonstration was 
witnessed by Governor Coral, of the 
federal district, and by Chief of Police 
Villegas. 

Mok, Invades Church. 

The students, accompanied by a great 
number of people from the lower classes, 
marched up San Francisco street and on 
the way the police arrested three men 
for insulting women while going to mass. 
By this time the crowd numbered fully 
3,000 people and made its way toward 


| the Church of Santo Domingo, where 
Part of 


the Dominican fathers officlate. 
the Cfowd entered during mass, when the 
church was filled with worshipers, mostly 
ladies. Shouts were raised of “Death to 
the priests,” “Down with the clergy,” 
and the priests left the altar and sought 
refuge in the sacristy with many of the 
worshipers. Women cried and shrieked, 
but the disturbance went no further. 

Another part of the crowd entered the 
Church of Santa Carija, arriving during 
12 o’clock' mass. Windows were broken 
and images hurled down. The priests 
were dispersed and the students made 
speeches denouncing the clergy. There 
were heard shouts for Father Icaza, who 
is accused of many misdeeds. 

Women Were Terrified. 

The women present were terrified and 
the police made several arrests, but many 
of the prisoners wete afterwards released. 
The leaders among the students had 
counseled moderation and not making a 
disturbance, but the mob Was apparent- 
ly bent on showing its feeling toward tlie 
clergy. 

In the afternoon ,people assembled for 
prayer in the cathedral and other 
churches, and today the Catholic people 
are offering prayer for the enemies of 
religion. 

Precautions have been taken to prevent 
further trouble. but it is belleved that 
if several priests who are publicly de- 
nounced in the press are not punished 
the young men may make an attempt ta 
invade the temples. 

Public opinion is divided as regards thé 
demonstration made by the students, but 
the liberals and non-Catholics consider 
that the clergy will now be compelled to 
demand the expulsion of priests who have 
been causing public indignation to reach 
fever heat. 


AMBRICANS WERE ATTACKED. 


Used Their Revolvers and Killed 
Several of the Assailants. 


Kingston, Jamaica, July 2.—Reports re- 


ceived here from Ecuador say the con- 
stant friction between the American su- 
perintendents and the West Indian ia- 
borers employed in railroad construction 
culminated, a fortnight ago, in an attack 
by a party of Jamaicans, barbarians and 
Porto Ricans on the Americans. A serious 
fight followed. The Americans were 
forced to “use their revolvers and severa!] 
laborers were killed and many Americans 
including the chief of the camp, were 
wounded. 


RUSSIA HOLDS TO MANCHURIA. 


Civil Administration Installed 
Province by Czar. ; 

Pekin, July 2.—The installation by Rus- 
sia of a civil administration in New 
Chwang, Manchuria, has again made 
prominent the question of the occupation 
of that province by the Russians. Some 
of the powers have, already recognized 
the administration, but the ministers of 
other nations are doubtful as to the 
course to be followed in the matter and 
are awaiting instructions from their home 
governments. Among those thus await- 
ing instructions is.the representative of 
the United States. 

It is understood that the British and 
Japanese ministers will recommend to Li 
Hung Chang some plans for opening 
Manchuria to the world in such a way 
as to constitute an effectual barrier to 
Russian aggression and to avoid trade 
and other -complications that are other- 
wise bound to follow a Russian ocecupa- 
tion. The matter has not yet been pre- 
sented to the court.

Pound, proprie of the Chattanooga 
Evening News, and a leading citizen of 
that place. He had been in Macon two 
weeks visiting his aunt, who was Miss 
Mattie Pound, but is now known as Sis- 
ter Mary Alloyius at Mt. de Sale acad- 
emy, the well-known Catholic institu- 
tion. Mr. Pound and his wife léft Chat- 
tanooga two weeks ago on a visit to the 
Pan-American exposition and Canada and 
may now be in New York, where tele- 
grams have been sent advising him of 
his son's death.

PRELIMINARY DETAILS MADE. 


Government Will Pay for the Naval 
Station Site. 


Charleston, 8. C., July 2.—(Special.)— 
District Attorney Lathrop, who has been 
handling the government end of the ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of the naval 
station site at Charleston, said today that 
the propetty will probably be paid for 
this week.

On February 2, 191. Mrs. T. W. Bruce, 
of Comer Ga... sent a money order for 
$2.50 to Mrs. Joe Morris, of this city. Mrs. 
Morris never received the money order 
and was not aware that it had been sent 
until ‘recently. ~ 

When inqui@® was made at the post- 
Office it was stated that it had been paid. 
Louis Morris says that Postmaster Mor- 
ton told him it was paid to him or some- 
one in his store and that he was insult- 
ing in his remarks, considering the fact 
that he had told him that no one in the 
store had cashed the order. 

Mr.. Morris says that Morton even went 
so far as to advise Mr. Bruce, a brother 
of the lady who sent the money order, 
to take a warrant for him and have him 
arrested, but that Mi. Bruce would not 
do this. 

The order has been traced and Inspec- 
tor Lewis, of the postoffice department, 
who is in the city, took it and compared

Evidently someone forged Mr. Morris's 
name to the order and the forgery went 
through the Athens postoffice.

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HOT WEATHER DOESNT HURT 


New Suffrage Plan Is Now Consum- 
ing the Study of the Delegates 
and the Attention of the 
People Throughout 
istate. 


* Montgomery, Ala., July 2.—Notwith- 
standing the intense heat prevailing here, 
the constitutional convention this morn- 
ing adopted a resolution to hereafter con- 
vene at 9:30 o'clock, adjourn at 1, recon- 
vene at 3:30 and adjourn at 6, thus gain- 
ing one hour each day. 

’ A petition was presented from the la- 
dies of Madison county asking the right 
to vote, at least in elections for schools 
and where. taxation is involved. Today 
the ten-minute rule for debate was adopt- 
ed after strenuous opposition: 

“The suffrage article will be taken up 
this week and the majority report will 
be adopted, including the grandfather 
clause,’’ said a member of the suffrage 
committee this morning. 

But the programme now appears to be 
to let the new suffrage scheme lie on the 
table of the constitutional convention for 
several weeks, until the people and press 
can be heard from. There is no question 
as to the favor with which it has been 
received by the convention. If a vote 
were taken today it would pags by a 
large majority. The minority report has 
not created a serious diversion as yet. 
Judge Coleman has gone away to Blount 
Springs for a rest and members have 
sent out 2,000 special copies to their con- 
stituents with requests for their views. 
In the meantime the newspapers are be- 
ing heard from and some alarm is being 
engendered at the hostile tone of the 
leading dailies. The criticisms of twe 
leading morning papers go beyond the 
objection of the minority report and very 
greatly strengthen the hands of the four 
gentlemen who signed that report. These 
gentlemen have not signified the extent 
to which they will carry their opposition 
to the grandfather clause, but gossip does 
not hesitate to forecast trouble at the 
polls. *: delta 

The idle talk of delegates is not, of 
course, to be taken seriously, and it only 
shows that politics are getting to the 
front as the convention progresses. Po- 
litical ambitions and purposes are being 
freeiy ascribed to men in connection 
with their attitude on questions before 
the convention. 

Great interest attaches to the attitude 
of Governor Jones on the suffrage plan. 
He has not yet publicly avowed his spe- 
cific objections, but does not hesitate ‘to 
say he will make strenuous efforts to 
amiend it. The plan is championed oy 
Mr. Knox, Judge Coleman, Judge Walker, 
Mr. Weatherly, Mr. de Graffenreid and 
Mr, Q'Neal.. If. Governor Oates, Captain 
‘White, General Harrison and Captain 
Dent shall be re-enforced by Governor 
Jones the debate will be an even match. 
‘The reduction of the tax limit on yes- 
terday to 65 cents has aroused the school 
people to great activity. They fear that 
under its operation it will be many years 
‘before another school appropriation can 
‘be made. The convention as a whole has 
not shown enthusiasm on the school ques- 
tion, and there is really more danger to 
the constitution from the resentment of 
the school contingent than from a division 
on the grandfather clause. 

The first thing.this morning were some 
resolutions congratulating Hon. E. D. 
Willett, the delegate from Pickens, on 
his marrage. This happy event took place 
-at LaGrange, Ga., the bride being the 
fair Miss Ridley, of that city. 

The convention then proceeded, by a 
large majority, to adopt the ten minute 
rule for debate on amendments. The 
‘thirty minute rule is maintained as to or- 
dinances. 

Mr. Craig, of Dallas, sent up a petition 
from the ladies of Madison county, signed 
by Mrs. Virginia Clay Clopton and others 
, asking the right to vote at least on school 
issues and in elections directly involving 
the taxation of their property. 

The article on the executive department 
was ordered to ea third reading and 
adopted by a vote of 101 yeas and 2 
noes. 

A long parliamentary fight was made 
to get the article opened up for amend- 
ment, the purpose being to knock out the 
. section which\provides for the suspension 
and impeachment of gheriffs who fail in 
their duty to protect prisoners from mobs. 
The effort will be renewed in the shape 
of a special ordinance.

NO’ WATER IN RESERVOIRS 


And the Fire Engines Were Out of 


Repair—Property Loss 
Reaches $200,000. 


Huntington, W. Va., July 2.—A fire 
raged in the heart of this city from 11! 
o’clock this morning until 5 this evening. 
résulting in da loss of $200,000. 

The flames started in the Adelphi ho- 
tel from an electric wire on the fifth 
floor, and had gained great headway be- 
fore. being detected. The hotel was 
crowded with guests, many of whom 
were women, Of these a number fainted 
when the alarm of fire rang through the 
halls, and it was with great difficulty 
that they were removed from the build- 
ing. Many attempted to leap from win- 
dows, but were prevented from doing so. 

There was not_a gallon of water in the 


| city reservoirs“when the fire broke out, 


and all the fire engines were out of re- 
pair. Rapidly the fiames spread, and 
soon half a dozen residences were aflame. 
The brick annex to the Adelphi hotel on 
the other side of the square also caught 
fire and was destroyed. This, as well as 
the hotel proper, was handsomely fur- 
nished. All is a total loss, together with 
a livery stable and a number of private 
offices, fruit stores, barber shops and 
dezens of smaller structures. 

The fire engines that were sent to the 
scene from surrounding towns soon broke 
down, and the flames spread rapidly and 
unhindered. 

Prostrations among the firemen were nu- 
merous, but none will result fatally. C. 
W. Yost, of Catlettsburg, was struck by 
a falling wall, and his skull is fractured. 
He is in a serious condition. There is 
still no water to be had in the city, and 
much alarm is felt for fear another fire 
will break out.

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GIBBS IS DECLARED GUILTY 


And Dishonorably Discharged from 
the Florida Militia. 
Tallahassee, Fla., July 2.—F. A. Mac- 
Williams, adjutant general, and major 
general of Florida troops, issued today 
the findings of the general courtmartial 
convened here on May 20th ult., at which 
several officers and enlisted men of the 
Florida state troops on duty at Jackson- 
ville during the period of martial law 

were tried. 

The most important of these was Lieu- 
tenant G. T. Gibbs; of the Tallahassee 
company, company D, who, it was al- 
leged, went to Raspberry park with a 
body of armed men of his company and 
@endeavered to effect the release of two 
members of his company, Sergeant Gor- 
man and Private Acosta, by force.

Vicksburg. Miss., July 2.—Reports from 
the delta state that charbon has gained 
a foothold and ts causing alarm and much 
loss of live stock.

Bélieved That in a Short While Con- 
cessions Will Be Made and the 
Strike Will Be Called Off. 

' A Circular Is Issued 
to Unions. 


eittsburg, July 2.—The second day of 
the strike of the sheet steel iron and 
steel hoop workers of the Amalgamated 
Association opened without interesting 
or exciting features. It was evident that 
neither side anticipated early develop- 
ments, as there was no unusual activity 
about the combine offices and the ut- 
most quiet prevailed at the headquarters 
of the workers. As President Shaffer re- 
marked the conditions of the present 
strike were peculiar and no decided re- 
sults were expected for ten days or two 
weeks. By that time the manufacturers, 
having all necessary repairs at their 
mills completed, “~would be anxious to re- 
sume operations. The struggle would 
then begin in earnest. : 

The belief is quite general, however, 
that the real test will not come until the 
close of the hot weather and the general 
resumption of business in the early fall 
and in the meantime it ts thought that 
the conflicting interests will see thetr 
way clear to recede from their present 
positions. 

That President Shaffer, of the Amalga- 
mated Association, is preparing for the 
rainy day which may come if the strike 
is prolonged indefinitely, is evident from 
the circular mailed to the association 
lodges today. The circular directs the 
lodges to lay assessments upon their 
members, the money to be used for the 
relief of such members of the associa- 
tion as might be out of work. The 
money collected by these assessments of 
the lodges wiil be forwarded to Pitts- 
burg, where it will be placed in the gen- 
eral fund of the association. The latter 
has for years been creating a strike 
fund, systematically and methodically. 
The fund is said now to amount to be- 
tween. $200,000 and $300,000. 

The combine officials uo not appear to 
be worrying over the situation and say 
they do not refognize a condition of a 
strike. as yet. Some of the officers inti- 
mate that ther¢g may bea renewal of ne- 
gotiations at/any time and a settlement 
effected. In /outside circles the belief is 
growing that the strike will be called off 
before it gets fairly well under way.

That Is the Oninion of President of 
Association. 

Washington, July 2.—President O’Con- 
nell, of the International Association of 
.Machinists, said today that he regarded 
the machinists’ strike as practically won. 
“Even if an order should be issued at 
this time directing all men out to return 
to work on the old basis,’’ he said, ‘the 
nine-hour day would be won.’’ Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“The movement has been attended with 
every success, and in many respects is 
the most remarkable struggle on record. 
There are now only 8,000 men out, and 
agreements are being signed every day 
reducing this number. 

“It has not been a strike. It has simp- 
ly been a cessation of work. A strike, 
to the mind of the public, means riot and 
bloodshed. The machinists have had 
none of this. It is true there have been 
one or two cases of assault, but these are 
liable to occur at any time and cannot 
be chargeable to the machinists.” 

The first financial aid to be received 
by the machinists since their strike be- 
gan was accepted by President O’Conncll 
today in the form of a check for $5,000 
from the American Federation of Labor.

CORN KING MUST SHOW BOOKS 


George Phillips Is Having Trouble 
with a Customer. 


Chicago, July 2.—George H. Phillips, 
the corn king, was today given until 
August Ist by the board of trade directors 
to supply George L. ‘Inman, one of his 
former customers, with a complete record 
of the famous deal in May corn. Phillips 
set his clerks to work to prepare the state- 
ments. 

The action of the board came as the 
last chapter in a bitter wrangle grow- 
ing out of the corner of two months ago. 
Mr. Inman represents Van Fleet & Co.,, 
of Champlain, Ill. At the outset of the 
deal Philips took into his confidence 
a number ef out-of-town brokers and the 
farmers of.the corn growing states and 
formed a pool. Phillips insisted that the 
entire profits of the campaign should be 
divided according to the investment on 
the proposition of an average price. Van 
Fleet & Co., through Inman, bought 260,- 
000 bushels. This represented a drop in 
the bucket of Phillips’s enormous . pur- 
chases and sales. When the deal was con- 
summated Inman, it is claimed, insisted 
that he should be supplied with a state- 
ment showing in what manner his corn 
was sold. Phillips says that the customer 
would not accept the average of 48 cents 
that satisfied every other associate, 
neither would the patron consent to a re- 
view of the books with the ald of a clerk.

Washington, July 2.—The record of the 
case of Jacob D. Greene, John D. Gaynor, 
William F. Gaynor and Edward H. Gay- 
nor, charged with entering into a com- 
bination with Captain Oberlin M. Carter 
to defraud the government in connection 
with the improvement of the harbor at 
Savannah, Ga., was filed in the office of 
the clerk of the United States supreme 
court today. 

The case comes to this court from the 
circuit court for the southern district of 
New York, that court refusing to grant 
the application of the persons named for a 
writ of habeas corpus, thus confirming 
the order for their removal for trial to the 
circuit court for the southern district 
of Georgia, where they were indicted. 

In their assignment of errors the peti- 
tioners allege that the Georgia grand 
jury was illegally and improperly drawn, 
and that, therefore, the indictment ts in- 
valid. It is also alleged that the Geor- 
gia court is without jurisdiction, and 
that the indictment states no offense 
against the laws of the United States. 


EXAMINING BOOKS OF BANK. 


Searching Investigation of Affairs 
of Seventh National. 
Washington, July 2—Comptroller Dawes 
today sent the following telegram tq 
Forest Raynor, receiver of the Seventh 

National bank, New York: 

“Confirming my telephone to you today, 
if, after a careful and complete examina- 
tion of the books of the Seventh National 
bank, you find no evidence of criminal 
Violations of the national banking act, 
you will ask the United States district 
attorney to make a thorough investiga- 
tion on his own account, affording him 
access to the books of that bank for 
that purpose.”’

‘BOOMERS ARE BARRED BY LAW. 


Indian Lands Can’t Be Settled by the 
Texas Company. 
Washington, July 2.—The report from 
Denison, Tex.. of the formation of a com- 
pany to make a rush for the Kiowa lands 
in OKlahoma on the rfMeory that they 
are now public lands, and subject to 
homestead settlement and that no restric- 
tions can be placed on their settlement, 
is a reiteration of a claim that the in- 
terior department already has found 
groundless. Congress last March passed 
a-law governing the subject, which su- 
persedes all prior laws and which pro- 
vides that the president in his proclama- 
tion shall prescribe the manner in which 
these lands may be settled on, occupied 
and entered, and. prohibiting any viola- 
tion of such provisions. The interior de- 
partment holds unquaiifiedly that no one 
can settle on the lands in violation of the 
proclamation, and that anyone who at- 
tempts to do so will be precluded from 
obtaining any of the lands, and probably 
will subject himself to prosecution. 


ALL NEW REGIMENTS ARE FULL 


Troops Will Be Sent to the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Washington, July 2.—Acting A’djutant 
General Ward has received reports from 
the officers engaged in recruiting the 
five new infantrv regiments and the five 
new cavalry regiments authorized by 
the army reorganization act, showing that 
the regiments are all practically recruit- 
ed except the Thirteenth cavalry, which 
is renorted to be 389 men short. It is 
expected that all these troops will be 
sent to the Phillippines for the relief 
of an equal number of regular troops who 
have been there two years or more and

Buffalo, N. Y., July 2.—The Niagara 
bank, a state institution, has closed it: 
doors. The following notice has been 
posted on the doors: 

“T have closed and taken possession of 
this bank. “FEF. D. KILBU 

“Superintendent of Banks.”’ 

The Niagara bank was organized Sep- 
tember 15, 1891. It had a capital of $100.-. 
000. The officers are: President, P. H. 
Griffin; vice president, M. M. Darke: 
cashier, William T. Hayes. 

The chairman of’ the clearing house 
committee, 8S. M. Clement, said _ this 
morning: 

“It should be distinctly understood that 
the closing of the Niagara bank today 
has been brought about solely by reaso. 
of its close connection with the City Na- 
tional bank, its president havi: been 
vice president of the City National bank, 
and that no other national bank here is 
any way affected. i 

“At the meeting of the clearing house 
committee yesterday at the close of yes- 
terday’s session, the Niagara bank wage 
the only bank that applied for any as- 
sistance, and arrangements were made 
to give the assistance asked for, pending 
the report this morning by the banking 
department as to the solvency of the 
bank. 

“Mr. Kilburn, the superintendent of the 
banks, on his arrival in town this morn- 
ing became satisfied that the bank could 
not get through with the assistance asked 
for, and accordingly directed that the 
bank be closed in order to best protect 
all interested.”’ 

The bank superintendent was seen in 
the Niagara bank and asked why the 
bank was closed. He said: 

“I have closed this bank because 
think it insolvent. The main reason for 
the failure is the failure of the City Na- 
tional bank. This bank is involved ir 
that to an extent not yet to be announc- 
ed, but I do not deem it safe to permit 
this one to continue business any longer. 
As to whether this bank has been in 
trouble heretofore T have nothing to say.’”’ 

Superintendent Kilburn, of the state 
banking department, found among other 
things that the bank was carrying the 
paper in concerns in which its president, 
P. H,. Griffin, was interested, to the ex- 
tent: of $160,000. That fact might not have 
been considered in any way fatal to the 
solvency of the institution if the City Na- 
tional bank had not failed. 

The, City National bank, according to‘a 
statement made this morning. had loaned 
different concerns in which P. H. Griffin 
was interested amounts to the extent of 
$400,000.

FLAt GS FLOATING FREE 


That Is Declaration of General 
Maximo Gomez in Signed 
Statement 


FOR SELF-GOVERNMENT 
EVERY CUBAN STRIVES 


Gomez Says That the Object of His 
Visit Is To Meet Old Friends. 
The General Is Now at 
the Nation’s Capi- 
tal.

New York, July 2.—General Maximo 
Gomez gave out the following statement 
today: 

‘In response to the request of the 
press for me to make a statement in re- 
gard to Cuba, all:I have to say is that 
the acceptance of the Platt amendment 
by the Cuban constitutional convention 
has already defined the political situation 
of Cuba, and as the Cubans are all 
anxious to establish self-government, 
they are working toward this end. There 
is not one who does not desire to see 
the flag float free. a flag which repre- 
sents so much suffering and so many 
sacrifices for freedom’s sake. The whole 
world has known this many years. 

“The sole object of my visit has been 
my great desire to embrace my old, true 
and loyal friend, Tomas Estrada Palma, 
whom I have not heen able to see since 
peace was established. and, of course, to 
pay a visit to President McKinley, to 
whom we Cubans owe so much, and also 
to pay my respects to Secretary Root. 

“This is not my first visit to this city, 
of which I have many pleasant and also 
ead recollections, for I have once, silently 
and unknown. trodthe thoroughfares of a 
free country with the only ardent hope 
of helping to break the chains that en- 
slaved Cuba. Today everything is 
changed. On again setting foot in this 
free land I feel happy, for in every 
American I see a friend who, having shed 
his blood side by side with us for free- 
dom, has earned our eternal gratitude 
and established the mutual obligation be- 
tween the two peoples to maintain the 
peace and independence of the island of 
Cuba. mM. GOMEZ.”’

While 
hundreds are suffocating in New York 
city for but a breath of fresh air, the 
thousands of people assembled in

In this there 
is no lack of independence; rather an 
assertion of it. 

There are those, however, who do 
not believe with the democratic party, 
and yet insist upon remaining in the 
household, instead of leading off in the 
defense of such views as they may 
entertain. They assume an air of in- 
dependence and indulge in loud talk- 
ing without. corresponding action. The 
trouble with these people seems to be 
that they want a ready-made party 
large enough to float them into office. 
They are not content to do pioneer 
work because that would be unprofit- 
able. Their real point of complaint 
is not that they have any lack of per- 
sonal opportunity, but because the 
people will not become converted to 
their views against their own will. Un- 
der the most trying circumstances in- 
dependents have been elected to con- 
gress from the south, and the same 
thing can be done again if the man 
and the occasion meet; but when the 
man is unduly present and the occa- 
sion is lacking, we hear from him 
great complaint of want of independ- 
ence. 

There is real political independence 
in the south today. If in any congres- 
sional district there lives a man so ag- 
grieved with existing circumstances 
that he feels called upon to become 


1a candidate, there is nothing in his 


way. By running he can assert his 
personal independence, and by failing 
to vote for him the people can assert 
théirs. We would commend this plan 
to the eminent advocates of the plan 
of independentism. 

It will convince them that the people 
have independence enough to make 
their own choice. 


Atlanta’s Business Record. 


That the bank clearings of this city 
have shown a continual increase dur- 
ing several consecutive years, and that 
the increase for the month just ended 
exceeds the business of the correspond- 
ing month for the year preceding by 
ene million dollars; shows the solid 
foundation upon which is. built our 
business structure. 

One of the greatest difficulties with 
which Atlanta had to deal in her ear- 
lier history. was the lack of sufficient 
capital.

It 
was, perhaps, best that this was the 
case, for it put our business men upon 
their mettle, and they had to make up 
in energy what they lacked in cap- 
ital. Even yet the capital necessary 
for a business such ag centers in At- 
lanta is not sufficient, but it is grat- 
ifying to observe that it is growing 
every month. The steadiness of At- 
lanta real estate values, the excellent 
character of renting properties, and 
the demand for accommodation both 
for homes and business, all assure the 
capitalist that money invested in this 
city is sure as to principal and will 
command good interest. A number 
of foreign financial institutions have 
already made Atlanta one of their cen- 
ters of distribution. They have found 
the venture to be profitable. There 
can be no doubt but that others, be- 
coming aware of this fact, will follow 
their example. 

There is not in the whole south to- 
day a city offering such advantages for 
the investment of capital* no matter 
in what direction it is placed. The 
bank clearings show the growth of our 
— and yet the half has not been 
told. 
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One Jury with Sense. 

"The verdict of a Bibb county jury 
called to decide upon the sanity of a 
disorderly law-breaker, while some- 
what of a surprise, serves an excellent 
purpose, and should furnish a sugges- 
tion to other juries throughout the 
state when called upon for similar 
service. :

Our 
state sanitarium is today sheltering 
men whose proper place is in one of 
the state penal camps. They were 
sane enough to be permitted to go at 
large exercising their own wills until 
they ran against the law. Then 
through maudlin sympathy they were 
permitted to escape its consequences 
and to ride into the sanitarium, where 
they have become charges: upon the 
state. This imposition upon the sani- 
tarium can be prevented if juries of 
inquiry will but have the courage ex- 
hibited by the Bibb county body. The 
road toward the sanitarium 18 too con- 
venient, and should be beset with suf- 
ficient difficulties to prevent law- 
breakers from making an abuse of it. 


—— 


When Law Is Efficient. 

The efficiency of law can best be pro- 
moted by consulting the readiness of 
the people for whom it is intended to 
give it enforcement. 

The present condition in the city of 
Charleston is a case in point. The 
state dispensary system of South Car- 
Olina is one of the most drastic pro- 
hibition measures ever enacted. Its 
great weakness was in making it a 
state law instead of a local option 
measure. Had the Georgia plan been 
followed, by which communities pre- 
pared for such a law could have had 
the opportunity of adopting it, it 
would have worked well, but as it is 
its victories in some communities are 
more than overshadowed by its fail- 
ures in others. 

Thus, in Charleston, which is an or- 
derly city, it has been found impossi- 
ble to obtain indictments under the 
law. Although the governor has al- 
most imperial. power, in addition to 
the local machinery, it has been found 
to be ineffective, and we are told that 
there are over five hundred bling ti- 
gers in the metropolitan city. One 
hundred cases were presented to the 
grand jury, and only one true bill was 
returned, and this one bill is the first 
found in four years. The spectacle 
presented is that of a legal prohibition 
of the: sale of liquor, of a universal 
faikure to enforce the law, of a firm 
and bold front on part of the blind 
tigers, who have things their own way, 
and of the consequent disrepute of the 
law itself, and the loss of revenue to 
the city. It will not do to say that 
Charleston is a border city or disor- 
derly, because that would not be true.

Yet in this 
one matter of prohibition the law is 
a dead letter.

It is all very well to talk 
about paying men such wages that 
they will take care of themselves when 
they grow old, but experience shows 
that they live up to their receipts and 
that when old age comes they are in a 
condition of poverty. In order to se- 
cure faithful service, free from anxiety 
for the future, the Illinois Central has 
developed a plan to be commended. 
The setting aside of a fund of $250,000 
and each year thereafter of $100,000 to 
be paid in pensions is a great incentive 
to the working force of any corpora- 
tion. 

It is to be hoped that the action of 
the Illinois Central wil] prove the be- 
ginning of a new era, in which the 
rights of capital and labor will become 
self-adjustable.

5|M’LAURIN MAKES IT PLAIN THAT HE HAS 


THE HANDLING OF CAROLINA PATRONAGE 


Washington, July 2.—(Special.)—Senator 
McLaurin continues to have a pull on 
the administration, so far as the distri- 
bution of federal patronage is concerned. 
At his instance Jefferson F. Richard- 
son was today appointed by the president 
to be postmaster at Greenville, S. C. 
Outside of Charleston and Columbia, 
Greenville is one of the largest cities in 
the state, and the postmaster at that 
place is a desirable position. There has 
been a lively contest over the appoint- 
ment. 

Before the appointment of Mr. Rich- 
ardson was announced at the white house 
postoffice officials freely predicted that 
Senator McLaurin’s man would be se- 
lected, thus giving color to the report fre- 
quently heard here to the effect that 
Senator McLaurin is to have a voice in 
the distribution of federal patronage in 
South Carolina. 

Preparing’ His Oration. 

Senator McLaurin is here “boning up” 
on his Fourth of July oration, which he 
is to deliver at Spartanburg next Thurs- 
day. The junior senator from South 
Carolina is still in an aggressive mood, 
and will probably give utterance to cer- 
tain expressions which will call forth 
further comments from Senator Till- 
man. Senator McLaurin’s Spartanburg 
speech will be the first of the utterance 
since his sensational tilt with Senator 
Tillman growing out of Governor Mc- 
Sweeney's refusal to accept the double- 
barreled resignation of the two South 
Carolina senators. 

Senator McLaurin says he has given a 
great deal of care to his Fourth of July 
speech, and will endeavor to show that 
there is another side to expansion than 
mere commercialism. 


“It is not merely a question of dollars 
and cents,’’ said he. “If that were all, I 
would not indorse it, and certainly I 
would not endure all that I have endured 
and sacrifice all that I have sacrificed. 
I can show that there is a moral and 
religious side to the question which ought 
to commend it to al] right thinking and 
high-minded people.”’ 


When asked if he expected to make 
many converts, he replied: 


“I do believe the day has passed when 
the democratic party will be dominated 
by populist theories and populist leaders. 
I think it is not only possible, but ex- 
tremely probable, that in the next demo- 
cratic convention the same thoughtful, 


conservative element will prevail, and in 
this way will be paved to victory. 


Interested in Clay’s Interview. 


“I read with a great deal of interest,"’ 
continued Senator McLaurin, ‘“‘the recent 
interview with Senator Clay, of Georgia, 
in which he said that the time had come 
for the democratic party to drop popu- 
lism and win the confidence and support 
of the business element of the country. 
The trouble with Senator Clay, however, 
is that he does not go far enough. -He 
does not carry his position to a logical 
conclusion. e believes as I do, that 
there are great possibilities for the south 
in the markets of the Orient, and there 
he stops. I go further, and say that if we 
are to have commerce, we want the ships 
to carry it. Therefore, I am for the sub- 
sidy bill, which Senator Clay opposes." 


Referring to the story that he had oDp-¢ 
posed the appropriation for the Charles- 
ton exposition on the grounds that the 
passage of the bill would have added too 
largely to the prestige of Senator Till- 
man, Senator McLaurin denounced the 
report ag an infamous He. He said: 

“IT never heard of the story before, but 
anyone who makes that statement utters 
an infamous lie.’’ 

It was reported that he had consulted 
Speaker Henderson and Senator Hanna, 
with a view of defeating the appropria- 
tion. 


Never Consulted the Speaker. 


*“T never spoke a word about the mat- 
ter to Speaker Henderson in my life,” 
said Senator McLaurin with ‘emphasis. 
“And I never mentioned it to Senator 
Hanna except to ask him to help it 
through. It is true I was not prominent- 
ly identified with the original effort to 
have the appropriation passed. Senator 
Tillman as a member of the committee 
on appropriations introduced the bill the 
first day of the session and took charge 
of it in the senate. Mr. Latimer was its 
recognized sponsor in the house, al- 
though Congressman Elliott, in whose 
district Charleston is located, was al- 
lowed to have but little to do with the 
measure in the house. But the state- 
ment that I opposed the appropriation 
or wanted to see it rail, or endeavored 
to secure its failure, is untrue in every 
sense of the.word.”’ 

Senator Tillman, by a strange coinci- 
dence, happened to be in the city at the 
same time with Senator McLaurin, al- 
though the two senators did not come 
together. Senator Tillman passed through 
the city on his way to Nebraska, where 
he is to lecture. As to the future of 
the democratic party Senator Tillman 
has his own views on that subject. He 
says all this talk about getting rid of 
populism is mere twaddle. 


Tillman Has a Say, Too. 


‘“‘Populism,”’ he says, ‘‘has kept the re- 
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publican party from being a great deal 


worse ‘than it is and the democrats have 
acted wisely in adopung all the princi- 
ples of populists which could be properly 
and prudently incorporated in our plat- 
form. It is stupid to talk of the demo- 
cratic party being an snemy to the busi- 
ness Interests. e did indorse the free 
coinage of silver, but events have proven 
that our contention as to the need of more 
money is correct. The rity which 
the country has experienced is simply 
due to the large increase in the supply 
of gold through the discoveries in Alaska 
and’ South Africa.’’

CONTRACT HAS BEEN SIGNED. 


Miners and Operators Enter Into 
Agreement for Year. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 2.—At a joint

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LOCATION OF NEW I MILLION DOLLAR PLANT 
THAT WILL GIVE ATLANTA CHEAPER POWER 
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The new power plant to be built at the 
Chattahoochee river, about eight miles 
from the city, as a cost of $1,000,000, and 
which will supply power to Atlanta man- 
ufactories at a greatly reduced rate, 
means 4 great deal more to the indus- 
trial development of the city than has, 
perhaps, been realized by many who have 
read of the enterprise. 

The map shows the relative location of 
the new plant, an account of the estab- 
lishment of which was presented in The 
Constitution yesterday. The immense 
lake which will be formed by damming the 
Chattahoochee will cover an area of be- 
tween fifteen and eighteen square miles 
and the water falling from a height of 
forty feet will furnish a tremendous 
power to be transmitted to the city as 
electric current. 

The plant, as is shown on the map, will 
be situated about four miles from Bolton. 
and eight miles from the city, which will 
be reached by a car line operated by 
power from the plant itself. Such a 
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place must, necessarily, be a resort of 
a large number of Atlantans. In addi- 
tion to the attraction which such a large 
lake would be in itself, the place will be 
beautified- in numerous jways until it is 
developed into a magnificent park. 

One of the leading spirits in the move- 
ment is F. W. Montgomery, president 
of the United Electric Company of New 
York. who came here to discuss the plans 
with Atlanta business men and capital- 
ists. The meeting was held in the of- 
fice of Captain J. W. English, at the 
Fourth National bank, and while no final] 
definite steps were taken, enough was 
done to warrant the statement that the 
big plant is practically assured. It is 
understood another meeting will be held 
tomorrow, at which it is possible plans 
may be finally decided upon for building 
on the immense tract of land which has 
been purchased for the purpose. The 
property, as The Constitution stated, was 
bought from James Swann, A. E. Thorn: 
ton and others, as a cost of $100,000. 
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It is understood that Mr. Montgom- 
ery has ample backing to put the enter- 
prise through without any difficulty. 

No exact figures showing the difference 
pin cost between’ the electric power fur- 
nished by such a plant and that from the 
steam plants in the city are yet obtain- 
able, but as the proposed plant will do 
away with fuel entirely, usin& water 
power altogether, it can readily be seen 
there will be a great difference in the 
price. The consumer will naturally get 
the advantage, in part at least, of this 
immense saving. It is estimated that 
the new plant can furnish the power for 
at least cne-half the cost of power which 
must be generated by™the use of fuel. 

It is expected that the water fall from 
the big dam will furnish more than 8,000 
horse power, which will be increased by 
the use of storage batteries to 20,000 horsé 
power. This will supply power for a 
large number of concerns in the city, and 
at a cost far less than they have to pay 


at vresent.

Then came the peace warrant, Barfield 
going before Justice Bloodworth and 
stating on oath that he feared his daugh- 
ter, Dollie Barfield, would do him and 
the other members of the family bodily 
injury. The justice thereupon commited 
the woman to the Tower. 

When seen by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution Miss Barfield talked about as 
rationally as a young woman could. She 
said that both she and her father had 
very violent tempers, and that she got 
very angry sometimes. She was dis- 
tressed, she said, about the matter be- 
coming public. 

Miss Barfield is far above the average 
in good looks. She dresses well, and has 


a most engaging smile. 
Prisoner Makes Statement. 


The prisoner stated to the reporter that 
her mother was living in the west. Her 
father, she said, was divorced from her 
mother and had married again. She also 
added that perhaps a stepmother had 
something to do with the family troubles. 

Chief Ball stated last night that he be- 
lieved there was something behind the 
singular case besides the facts that had 
been made public. 

“It is a most unusual thing,’’ said the 
chief, ‘for a father to have his young 
daughter locked up in jail on a peace 
warrant, and what makes the affair so 
very strange is that the father at first 
said he intended to send his daughter to 
the lunatic asylum.”’

Borrowing Programme To Continue 
Until Tames Come In—Board 
Meets Today. 


Fulton county will have to borrow $17,- 
038.30 to meet the payroll for the month 
of June. 

Clerk Henry M. Wood, of the board of 
county ‘commissioners, yesterday pre~< 
pared a statement of the finances of the 
county and submitted it to Hon. Walter 
R. Brown, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, the report showing a deficiency 
for the past month of the above amount. 
The necessary money will he borrowed 
probably today or tomorrow. 

The statement of Clerk Wood shows 
that the payroll for the past month 
amounts to_ $23,387.40, and that the cash 
in the treasury July Ist amdunted to 
$1,123.33. The amounts already paid on 
accounts of jurors and other expenses 
is shown to be $6,255.77, the amount re- 
quired to meet the pay roll being $17,- 
038.30. 

The finance committee was compelled 
to borrow money to meet the expenses of 
May and the programme of borrowing 
will have to be continued until the pay- 
ment of taxes for the present year begins. 
It is estimated that the total deficit may 
reach $85,000. ‘ 

The board of county commissioners wil! 
meet in regular session this morning and 
the county financial problem will likely 
receive attention. A number of othér 
matters will be considered by the board.

THE DAY WAS HOT 


Attendance Fell to the Smallest of 
the Summer. 


BUSINESS WAS INSIGNIFICANT 


Individual Movement of Prices of 
Stocks Did Not Call for Any 
Special Comment. 


New York, July 2@.—Probably the all ab- 
sorbing topic of the weather is a. sufficient 
explanation of all that called for notice in to- 
day’s stock market. The attendance at the 
board fell to the smallest of the summer and 
business fell to insignificant proportions. The 
recording of transactions of ‘‘odd lots’’ or of 
lets leas than 100 shares was resumed for the 
first time since business on the exchange reach- 
ed abncrmal proportions after the election last 
fall. Quotations were made of bid and asked 
prices where no transaction could be effected. 
The movement of prices in the few active stocks 
was also barren of significance. London was 
inclined to take a pessimistic view of Amer- 
ican affairs, especially of #he steel strike, and 
caused some sympathetic ‘effect at the open- 
ing here. But prices did not fail as far 
as the London parity, and there were dull rai- 
lies after the opening. There is ‘not. entire 
freedom from apprehension over the labor out- 
look in the steel trade, but Wall street has 
arrived at a conviction that in its present phase 
the desire for a vacation from arduous work

‘New York, July 2.—The severe heat in New 
York and the rest of the country doubtless 
had a great deal to do with the narrow cot- 
ton market. At the opening higher Liver- 
pool cables started buying and prices advanced 
to yesterday's high level. The market then 
became dull, traders. waiting for the weekly 
bureau report and the outside public out of 
the market waiting for the monthly figures 
tomorrow, The trade being small a few gell- 
ing orders started a further decline and Oc- 
tober touched 7.55, a decline of 14 points for 
the day. There was no disposition to look for 
a decline in prices until after the report to- 
morrow, and there is no clear idea as to what 
the report will show. Many expect conditions 
to decline 2 or 3 points, and in this event a 
steady market may be looked for.

Weekly Report of Crop Condit'ons. 


Washington, July.—The weather bureau's 
weekly report of general crop conditions is as 
follows: 

In the districts east of the Rocky mountains 
the week ending July Ist has been intensely 
hot with desiccating winds in Texas and the 
states of the lower Missouri valley and middle 
Mocky mountain slope, East of the Mississippi 
river the excessive heat has so far caused no 
injury of consequence, but in portions of the 
Ohio valley, Tennessee and the central gulf 
States rain is much needed, 

Corn has made good growth in the principal 
corn states, but is suffering for rain in Mis- 
souri and Kansas, 

Under the high temperatures of the past week 
grain has ripened rapidly and harvesting of 
winter wheat has made rapid progress. 


Fa a In Minnesota the condition of spring wheat 


continues excellent, and in the Dakotas the 
outlook is generally favorable. 

Cotton is now in general need of rain in the 
central portions of the cotton belt, but is 
standing the drought very well.

New York, July 2.—The bureau’s report to 
merrow is awaited with much interest, and 
opinions differ as to what figures will be 
shown.

MISS MAMIE MORRIS STILL 
ON THE GOVERNOR'S STAFF 


Adjutant General J. W. Robertson was: 
recently quoted as saying that there was 
no “‘lady colonel’ on the governor's staff, 
and that no commission had ever been 
issued to a lieutenant colonel on the gov- 
ernor’s staff bedring a lady’s name. 

In this it appears that the adjutant 
general is somewhat in error, though it is 
true, as he says, that no commission has 
been issued to a lady appointing her as 
It is a fact, however, 
that there is a lady colonel on Governor 
Candler’s staff, appointed by him during 
his first term, and she still remains a 


Member of his staff by virtue of that ap- 


pointment. 

The friends of Miss Mamie G. Morris, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., have taken ex- 
ception,to the statement of the adjutant 
general, and in justice to Lieutenant 
Colonel Mamie Morris, it is entirely 
proper that the facts be stated. The ap- 
pointment was made, of course, some 
time before General Robertson came into 
office, and he said what he did, doubtless, 


‘not being. aware'of the action the gov- 


ernor had taken, 

Governor Candler personally appointed 
Miss Morris lieutenant colonel on the od- 
casion of the dedication .of the Georgia 
monument at Chickamauga park, and 
afterwards notified Mayor Watkins, of 
Chattanooga, of the appointment. ~‘ Miss 

orris was made an honorary member of 
the staff, and as such no regular or for: 
mal commission was deemed necessary, 
and none was issued. The following {: 
the letter written by Governor Candler 
to Mayor’ Watkins, notifying him of the 
appointment of Miss Morris:

Estecined Sir: We will ever femem- 
ber with pleasure and gratitude the roya 
reception accorded us by the Georgia 
society of Chattanooga and the courtesies 
received at the hands of Miss Mamie 
Morris, the secretary of the Georgia so- 
clety. 

“There is no law authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a ladv on the regular staff. 
The only precedents are the action of my 
predecessor in office, Governor Atkinson 
and your distinguished executive, Gov- 
ernor Taylor. ‘It ts like the order of 
knighthood which had kts origin in the 
days of chivalry. Thé reuler for distin- 
guished services commanded the subject 
to kneel at his feét, and-be smittén with 
a sword, and then to ‘Arise, Sir-Knight.’ 
There was no formal appointment, no 
commission. Thecabove ceremony was all 
there was to it. So it was with Miss 
Morris, except that I did not require her 
to kneel at my feet, nor did I smite her 
with a sword, .but, at Chattanooga, for 
her assiduous attentions to our party, 
and for her loyglty to her native state, } 
‘dubbed’ her lieutenant colonel then and 
there, as was the custom in conferring 
the order of knighthood. 

‘“‘Miss Mofris is an intelligent and-amia- 
ble young woman, and shall henceforth 
be recognized as a Georgia ‘colonel,’ and 
right proud are we of our fair Tennes- 
see representative.

There will certainly be no action before 
the régular August meeting of the board. 
and it is not at all certain that an elec- 
tion will be reached then. The nom- 
inating committee unanimously recom- 
mended the election of M. M. Welch as 
acting corresponding secretary until the 
election of a permanent secretary, and 
the recommendation received the unani- 
mous approval of the board. Mr. Welch 
has, for eleven years, been a member of 
the board, and for the past seven vears has 
acted either as assistant secretary or as 
recording secretary. He is a deacon of 
the Second Baptist church, and a member 


of the aldermranic board representing the. 


south side. 

One of the members of the nominating 

committee was seen yesterday, and from 
what he said it may be understood that 
the board will exercise great delibera- 
tion in selecting a permanent-correspond- 
ing secretary. There seems to be no 
need for hurry in the matter,- and as 
there have been a large number of names 
suggested, the board will go slow in mak- 
ing the final selection. 
- The regular annual apportionment for 
the state mission work was made.. The 
apportionment covers the states and ter- 
ritories in the southern convention and 
also Cuba.

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POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The board of directors of the state ex- 
perimental farm wif! hold: a meeting at 
Griffin today for the purpose, among 
other things, of electing a horticulturist 
and entomologist’ to take the place of 
Entomologist Quaintance, who has ten- 
dered his resignation. The only candi- 
dates before the board are H. E. Weed, 
of Griffin, and C. F. Austin, of Auburn, 
Ala. The resignation of Mr. Quaintmce, 
who its considered an exceptionally good 
man, is due, it is said, to the small sal- 
ary paid. The directors regret very much 
to have to lose him, and it would not 
be surprising if they should make an 
effort to retain his services. Hon. O. B. 
Stevens, who is chairman of the board, 
went down to Griffin yesterday afternoon, 
accompanied by Major G. M. Ryals, of 
Savannah, another member of the board, 
who was in the city yesterday on busi- 
ness. Both of these members of the 
board express regret at losing good men 
from the service of the state, as has hap- 
pened frequently of late, on account of 
the very low salaries that are paid. As 
soon as g00d men are found out other 
States bid for them, and they are gone, 
while Georgia has to look about to get 
men to fill their places. 


Governor Canéler has just appointed 
twenty-eight young students for bene- 
ficiary scholarships in the Augusta Medi- 
cal college, a branch of the state uni- 
versity. for the vear 1901-1902. The stu- 
dents named by the governor and their

These appointments are made under the 
act of December 12, 1860, which provides 
for two scholarships from each congres- 
sional district and four from the state at 
large, the appointments to be made by 
the governor. The act was passed on ac- 
count of some appropriation having been 
made by the state to the institution. 


D, B. Sanford, of Milledgeville, writes 
The Constitution as follows with refer- 
ence to a recent statement regarding ap- 
pointments for county judges: 

“Editor Constitutuon—I see in your is- 
sue of June 30, 1901, the above headlines, 
and then under numerous counties named 
in which county judges are to be ap- 
pointed this year, among the number is 
Baldwin. Are you’ not mistaken as to 
this country? Is it or not true that the 
appointment was made for Baldwin coun- 
ty last year, at least ten months before 
the present incumbent's term expired, 
and is not such haste on the part of the 
appointing power a little out of the usual] 
order of things?

The article referred to was in error in 
including Baldwin county in the list. as 
Judge Rufus W. Roberts was re-appoint- 
ed by Governor Candler while the legisla-

ture was in session last year. With re- 
gard to the latter part of the letter, how- 
ever, it may be said there was no undue 
haste in making the appointment. Gov- 
ernor Candler acted in accordance with 
a custom that has always been followed 
in making the appointment before the 
session of the legislature prior to the ex- 
piration of the term of the incumbent. 
Judge Roberts’ term expires September 
3, 1901, and the appointment was, there- 
fore, made in time for him to be confirm- 
ed at the last session of the legislature. 
That is the custom that has always pre- 
vailed, and Governor Candler followed it. 
The term of Railroad Commissioner Cren- 
shaw does not expire until September 15th. 
but the appointment of his successor was 
made during the session of the legislature 
last fall. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
not yet reached an agreement with the 
Plant system with regard to the, tax re- 
turns of that company for its property 
in the southern part of the state, and it 
looks now as if arbitration will have to be 
resorted to before the matter is settled. 
After a long conference, with officials of 
the syst@ém he told them that he could 
not consent to decrease the returns for 
the Savannah, Florida and Western out- 
side of Savannab because the returns of 
the property in the city of Savannah were 
to be increased. The Plant system people 
insisted that there should be a set-off, 
but the comptroller general could not see 
it in that way. The increase which he 
made in the assessment of the wharf 
property and real estate in Savannah 
amounts to $352,045, and the total increase 
upon the division between Savannah and 
Waycross is $419,152. The officials of the 
system have about declined to assent to 
these figures, and it is likely there will 
have to be another arbitration before a 
settlement is reached. 


Judge John C. Hart, of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, Was a visitor at the capitol yes- 
terday. He called on the governor and 
several of his other friends there. Judge 
Hart, as is well known will be a candi- 
date for attorney general next year to 
succeed Attorney General J. M. Terrell. 
So far he is the only one who has prac- 
tically announced that he would be in 
the race, and he does not nesitate to tell 
his friends that he intends to run. Judge 
Hart has a great many friends through- 
out the state and they have given him 
much encouragement. None of the oth- 
ers whose names have been mentioned in 
connection with the attorney generalship 
have given any definite indication as to 
whether they expect to be in the race or 
not, 


After delivering a Fourth of July ad- 
dress at Jefferson, Governor Candler will 
g0 to Gainesville, where, on the afternoon 
of the Fourth, he will review the Candler 
Horse Guards, the cavalry troops that 
was named in his honor. That night he 
will attend qa banquet and a ball given in 
his honor by the troop. and will return to 
the city Friday morning.
